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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. § 112 

1. Claims 155-156, 162, 170-172, 180-185, 188-200, 208-210, 218-223, 226, and 229-232 
are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly 
point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 155 and 156 are vague and indefinite. The recitation of "(lens, filter, mirror, 

■ 

detector)" in part (j) of each claim is not clear if its meant to limit the "optical elements" to those 
listed in the parenthesis or not. 

Claims 162 and 200 are vague as to what is considered a "computer assisted way". 

Claims 170-172, 185, 188, 208-210, 223, and 226 are vague in reciting "use" claims 
which do not further limit the claimed device. 

Claims 180-184, 189-199, 218-222, and 229-232 are vague and indefinite as it is not 
clear as to how these additional components are structurally related to the components recited in 
the device of claim 1 19 or any intervening claims. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 119-154, 157-161, 163-169, 173-179, 186-187,201-207,211-217,224-225,227- 
228, and 233-242 are allowed. 
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3. Claims 155-156, 162, 170-172, 180-185, 188-200, 208-210, 218-223, 226, and 229-232 
would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second 
paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims.
